SISTER  MARGARET  REINHART,  C.S.J. 

The  Chairman  of  Avila's  Art  Department  is  a delight  to  talk 
with  and  certainly  her  sparkling  personality  and  concern  for 
the  students  is  an  asset  to  any  Art  Major,  or  student  who 
comes  into  contact  with  her.  Sister  Margaret  Reinhart,  C.S.J. , 
who  has  the  longest  tenure  of  service  with  the  college  is  so 
enthusiastic  about  art,  about  the  young  people  today,  and 
about  Avila  that  this  spark  of  genuine  enthusiasm  is  sure  to 
spill  over  to  anyone  she  comes  into  contact  with,  through  her 
teaching  and  advisory  duties. 

The  move  to  the  new  campus  9 years  ago  was  a major 
endeavor  for  all  concerned  and  Sister  Margaret,  now  housed 
in  a large  lower  portion  of  the  New  Residence  Hall,  was  no 
exception.  She  remarked  that  the  office  space  and  the  large 
open  studios  for  her  students  are  a vast  improvement  on  any 
conditions  heretofore  used  by  the  College's  Art  Department. 


Sister's  department  is  ably  staffed  with  Sister  Colette 
Doering  and  Mrs.  Colette  Bangert.  Sister  Margaret  is  a native 
of  Green  Bay,  Wisconsin,  and  comes  from  a family  of  4 boys 
and  4 girls.  She  has  her  undergraduate  degree  from  Font- 
bonne  in  St.  Louis  and  a MA  from  the  University  of  Missouri 
at  Columbia. 


Her  varied  teaching  career  began  with  the  instruction  of  small 
children  and  in  her  years  as  a Sister  of  St.  Joseph,  she  has 
worked  with  small  children,  children  in  elementary  grades 
and  on  the  secondary  level,  as  well  as  serving  as  Dean  of 
Students  when  the  campus  moved  to  its  present  location. 


Sister  is  well-versed  on  art,  and  also  well-traveled,  having 
made  a tour  of  Europe  in  1959,  where  she  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  visit  many  of  the  fine  art  galleries  and  centers  in 
Europe.  Her  approach  to  the  Art  Department  and  those 
students  who  select  an  Art  Major  is  truly  a fascinating 
program,  giving  the  individual  student  the  best  of  two  worlds 
as  the  department  is  set  up  for  a major  in  Studio  Art  or  a 
Studio  and  Teaching  Major . . . much  time  is  given  to  the  self 
expression  and  creativity  of  the  individual  in  the  art 
department. 


Sister  has  been  in  Kansas  City  since  1945  and  was  on  campus 
when  Avila  was  the  College  of  St.  Teresa  at  56th  and  Main. 
In  talking  with  her  she  stated  how  fortunate  she  was  to  have 
had  such  marvelous  people  working  with  her  during  her  years 
with  Avila.  And  during  her  fine  career  two  people  who 
influenced  her  greatly  were  Allen  Weller,  an  Art  Critic 
affiliated  with  the  University  of  Illinois  and  Walter  Quert, 
with  the  University  of  Minnesota. 


In  talking  about  her  students ...  Sister  said  "when  they 
begin  they  learn  the  meaning  of  colors . . . and  expression, 
and  that  the  brush  can  do  marvelous  things.  It  is  really  a 
matter  of  learning  to  control  the  brush,  in  order  to  make  it 
do  what  you  desire.''  Sister  relates  the  very  close  correlation 
with  all  of  the  arts,  with  music,  (she  comes  from  a very 
musical  family)  with  drama  and  the  theatre,  and  then  the 
importance  of  the  other  facets  of  education  to  make  the  Art 
Major  a truly  whole  person,  best  able  to  utilize  their  creative 
talents  in  so  many  areas  of  the  world  today. 


Sister's  years  with  the  college  and  as  a Sister  of  St.  Joseph 
give  her  a very  proud  history,  yet  this  is  all  expressed  with  a 
beautiful  feeling  of  humility  and  a zest  for  living. 


A look  around  and  tour  of  the  Art  Department  is  certainly  a 
pleasant  way  to  spend  a few  hours,  and  listening  to  Sister 
Margaret  makes  this  trip  doubly  satisfying.

A TWO  WEEK  SUMMER  WORKSHOP 
ON  NORTH  AMERICAN  INDIANS  FOR  TEACHERS 
OFFERED  AT  AVILA 

The  Sociology  Department  of  Avila  College  will  offer  a two- 
week,  4 hour  credit  workshop  June  11  through  22  for 
elementary  and  junior  high  school  social  studies  teachers. 

No  special  prerequisites  are  required  for  enrollment.  The 
focus  of  the  workshop  will  be  prehistoric  and  present  day 
Indian  cultures  of  the  Southwest,  covering  the  arts,  crafts, 
music,  dances,  history,  achievements  and  contributions  of 
native  Americans  living  in  pueblo  communities  and  reserva- 
tions in  the  Four  Corner  area  (Colorado,  Utah,  Arizona  and 
New  Mexico). 

The  workshop  will  include  talks  by  a visiting  lecturer  from 
the  American  Anthropological  Association,  Indian  leaders  in 
Kansas  City,  Topeka  and  Lawrence,  Kansas,  and  the  Avila 
faculty.  Films,  color  slides,  tapes  and  varieties  of  education 
literature  will  be  included  in  the  curriculum.  Tours  will  be 
included  and  a workshop  laboratory  will  be  available  to 
develop  teaching  materials  in  pottery,  weaving,  bead  making 
and  costumes.  Each  participant  will  be  required  to  develop  a 
curriculum  unit  to  be  used  in  the  classroom.  No  quizzes  or 
examinations.

SECOND  KANSAS  CITY-WIDE  MUNDIALIZATION 
CONFERENCE  HELD  AT  AVILA  COLLEGE  IN  MARCH 

The  second  Kansas  City-wide  Mundialization  Conference  was 
held  at  Avila  College  on  March  1 1th. 

Mundialization,  or  world  citizenship,  denotes  that  a group 
has  declared  itself  a fragment  of  world  territory  linked  to  the 
community  of  man  and  wishing  to  live  in  peace  with  other 
communities  under  an  enforceable  system  of  world  law.  One 
aim  of  mundialization  is  the  strengthening  of  the  United 
Nations. 

The  concept  of  world-citizenship  was  introduced  in  1945 
when  the  principal  cities  of  Japan  were  designated  world 
cities.  The  movement  spread  to  Western  Europe  and  since 
1968,  the  major  cities  of  Canada  have  been  mundialized.  The 
state  of  Minnesota,  the  cities  of  Minneapolis,  Richfield,  Ohio; 
San  Anselmo  and  San  Pedro,  California;  Princeton,  New 
Jersey;  and  Whitewater,  Wisconsin,  are  among  those  com- 
munities that  have  mundialized. 

The  two-hour  conference  at  Avila,  sponsored  by  the  Kansas 
City  chapter  of  World  Federalists,  and  the  United  Nations 
Association  detailed  the  concept  and  history  of  world- 
citizenship.  Persons  from  mundialized  organizations  were  on 
hand  to  offer  practical  advice  to  organizations  wishing  to 
mundialize.
